This Dane is especially adapted foT cutting rabbets cm 
"meeting" rails of window tub for tlie "hook' 1 and ■'Bai 1 * 
weatherstrips, 

Two regular depth gauges arc furnished with the plane, as 
i’ll a* one With n wide fate. The mde *n■.c* irausrc can he 
used on rilthrr side of the plane and is used with cutters 
over ■]£ inch in width.

Set fenee so th*.t Ihe plane will cut a groove the correct 
dtstar.ee from the ‘'stop’ 1 side of Lhe sitsh. 

Lock feme in ibis position by the two thumb icrevrs 
Adjust the ilnp rods, o that they touch the body of the 
plane; and lock in position by men ns of the two set screws 

Note. The slop rods maintain the original parallelism of 
Ihe fence and in*Ufe the rHurniup of ibp fence to 
original position when il is moved to pass by the 
meeting rail. 

Set c !ii i' depth gauae for the correct depth of cut. 


Ml .1 cutter in the plane oi the proper width for the cut 
[o be tnadr suitable for weatherstrip used. 

Loosen ibe .slop collars .md adjust the fence to cut the 
rabbet nearest lo it. 

F.iylfiii llur stop collar. Iwiwcen the fence and the side of 
the plane, against the side of ihe fence. 

Ailri (he first cut is made, adjust Lhe Fence for the ieCOnd 
rut arid fasleti (lie other stop collar against the outside of 
the fence 

Thereafter, «hi two cuts i';ir be repeated accurately by 
shifting lhe fence against one collar for the first cut. and 
then against the second collar fnr the second Cut. 


WEATHERSTRIP RABBET PLANE No. 7£W 


This plane is especially useful for rabbeting doors for 
WHtlwvtl^pjilf, A detachable steel runner on the plane 
bottom Sfl.s 34 1 gauge to cut a rabbet v| inch wide cm 
either side of the plartc without adjustment 1 ; The pbnc 
can be reversed on the end of the door to prevent the 
wood Irom splitting.

Certain types of weatherstripping require two rabbet cuts (as illustratedj 
whose shoulders bear a definite relation to each other. With Stanley Rabb-t 
Plane \o. 375 ? it is possible to locate the two positions accurately, and its 
repeat their positions on each sash. 

Other types ot weatherstripping require a single rabbet cut fas illustrated). 
No. 378 Plane cuts the entire width of this rabbet with one pass. 


RABBET CUT ON A DOOR 
Mode wifrh Stanley Plane No. 78W 

installing weatherstripping on the lock jamh and head pi a door usually 
requires two cuts }% inch wide (as illustrated). Stanley Plane No. 78W 
makes these cuts either right or left hand, without adjustments. This plane 
can be reversed on the end oi a door to prevent the wochI from splitting.
